Loading and Packing the Ice. 


There are several devices used for 
loading the Ice on the sleigh, wagon 
or motor truck, depending upon the 
amount of Ice being handled. The 
Main object In this case Ss to get a 
mechanical’ outft that ts cheap, con- 
venient to operate aud which will 
save the handling of the Ice by hand. 
A small hoist, or a horse-power driv- 
en elevator answers ycry well. 

It fs advisable to store the Ice on 
cold, dry days as {t will be better fot 
handling and will keep better after} 
storage. The cakes should ail be the 
same size, and be evenly cut, in order 
that they may be packed together 
with as little alr space as poasidle. 
-Any spaces ghould be Olled with small 
pieces of ice, The more compact the 
mass of ice the detter It will keep. 
Below the ice there should be a foot 
of dry sawdust or.shavings, and as 
the Gilling proceeds the same material 
should be packed between the Ice and 
the walls. Do not put sawdust about 
individual cakes of ice, Pack the Ice 
with a little dip toward: the centre,|_ 
so that it cancot ‘press outwards].

Observations of Amat- — 
eurs Everywhere 


NORTHERN LIGHTS _ 


Professor at Long’s Corners 
Hints at Matinee 
Show . 


(Canadian 

Williams Bay, Wis., Jan, 22—Some 
laymén or amateur may render valu- 
able ald to science in observing the 
total eclipse of the sun January 24, 
according to Prof. Edwin Frost, dir: 
cctor of Yerkes Observatory here, of 
the University of Chicago. 

“It may happen that the only clear 
place for observing this eclipse,” he 
said, “will be some little town. It may 
be just a small camera in the hands 
of an amateur that will catch the most 
successful picture. Of course, instru- 
ments of large focus are destrable.

the luminous envelope of the sun. If 
the camera ig focused 20 that it gives 
a sharp picture of the moon, or of 
objects as distant as 1,060 feet, it will 
suffice and both short and long expo- 
sures should+- be made. By long, we 
mean those of 30 to 40 seconds; by 
short,’ those of 10 to 15 seconds; It is 
recommended that experts with the 
brush, living in the zone where eclipse 
will be total, should have their colors 
ready at this eclipse and make a rec- 
crd of their impression of the Corona. 
Persons skilful in drawing should 
meke a sketch, showing the size and 
shape of the Corona. To save time, a 
circle about 2 Inches in diameter 
should be drawn in advance to repre- 
sent the outline of the black moon ex- 
actly covering the sun and then sketch 
chould be made to scrie. 
Watch For Bands 

“Accurate statements are needed 
abont faint bands of alternate dark and 
light that appear on the snow before 
and after totality. They have never 
heen accurately photographed and dis- 
criptions differ. Estimates of the 
width of the bands, directions in which 
they are moving and the speed should 
be recorded.”

"Qn January 25th, 1759, in a

Robert Burns is. Scotland’s nation 

al poet, and Scots everywhere unite 
to celebrate his birthday and~ sing 
again the songs which have endeare¢ 
him to the hearts of all men fron 
the “land of brown heath and shag 
gy wood.” % ; 
* Burns died at the early: age 
thirty-seven. ‘The years were mark 
ed by bitter poverty, hard struggles 
many sorrows and disappointments 
He had little or ro. education. Ast 
boy of thirteen he threshed corn anc 
at fifteen was the chief laborer on hi 
father’ farm. In his father’s home 
however there were a few goo 
books and these young Robert liter. 
ably devoured. It was a traditional; 
Scottish home where learning wa: 
revered and in this atmosphere tht 
young man soon began to writ 
verse. id 

Finding the farm work hard, anc 
thoreturns from the poor soil scanty 
urns decided to emigrate to Jamaic 
and in order to raise money for th:

Unusually a sow is most prolifia 
when she Js from two to four yean! 
of age, and is probably at her best 
when about two and a half years, 
Soon after she reaches maturity sho 
is at her prime.

Turnip Tops Gire Offensive Flavor. 

, Among crops grown for feeding pur-

turnip tons, As soon aa the turnip 
crop ‘is harvested some farmers 
turn thelr cattle into the field to 
clean up the tops, small turnips, etc. 
This practice is sure to result in bad- 
flavored milk and cream. Most cream- 
ery men warn their patrons against 
this, as it has been found Impossible 
to. prevent turnip-tainted butter 
where much cream comes from farms 
where “cows break into the’ turnip 
fleld unknown to the owner.” 

Rape Nearly as Bad as Turnips. 

Rape is nearly as bad as turnip 
tops. In beef-ralsing sections, where 
rape is largely grown for fattening 
cattle and sheeps, the cows, if allow- 
ed-into the rape ficld, are almost 
sure to give tainted milk. If the 
farmer is using the mllk and cream 
at home and likes the turnip or rape 
favor, all right; but to sell this raw

will spoll the cheese and butter. We 
cannot be’ too careful with the 


autumn foods for dairy cows. Prices |" 


are usually good, and we must pro- 
duce milk of good flavor.—Dept. of 
Extension, O. A. College, Guelph. 


Ol on Perches Stops Hen Lice. 

When I started to keep poultry I 
bullt a new hen-house, and the first 
year I had no trouble at all with 
mites, but the second year gave me 
lots of work. But one day I went 
out on a pleasure drive which took 
me close { a friend’s home whom I 
knew to be. a good poultry woman. 
I asked to see her flock, to which 
she gladly led the way. * 

The building was just a ram- 
shackle old affair to which several 
feans had’ been added as her flock 
grew in alze. She went right Into 
the house, but I hesitated, for when I 
looked in I saw all sorts of boxes and 
barrels half full of straw with hens 
on them, the only thing provided for 
them to lay in. But she invited me 
in, and reluctantly I complied. She 
led gf in conversation, I listening, 
expecting any minute to be set upon 
by mites. After a few minutes it 
dawned upon me there were no mites 
in there, so I asked her how she 
managed to keep such a place free 
from mites. .Sho turned to the 
perches, polnted at them and said, 
“See those black perches. That is 
oll on them,” 

I went home and oiled the perches 
in my. new hen-house and have had 
no mites since; that was three ycars 
ago. Each year, after the incubating 
season {s over, I paint the perches 
heavily with the cheapest lubricating 
oll procurabdle, and now I don’t think 
I have a mite on the place. Mites 
alt leave the hen bpfore daylight. 
The ofl kills them, and enough of it 
gets on the feathers to kill the young ! 
as they hatch on the hen’s body, 
Don't put the oll on tit the hatching 
ls over or you'll regret it

‘The Artificial Pond. : 

+) BU another method for manu- 
facturing iceon the farm is to make 
@n artificial pond where there is an 
abundant supply of water available 
from well or spring andthe pumping 
ts done by dower or hydraulic ram. 
The area required to produce a ton 
of ice isnot great, depending’ of 
course on the thickness of the ice. 
If the probable freezing will make 
fee 12 inches thick but thirty-five 
squzre fect of pond surface is re- 


.| @uired for each ton needed, 


The usual method of harvesting 
the supply-of Ice for the farms is to 
cut “it from some nearby. pond, 
stream or lake and haul it home and 
store it In-the {co house, or some 
form of enclosure where it will cover 
deep with dry sawdust. The source 
of ico should be free from contam- 
tnation’and clean of weeds and other 
‘vegetable matter. 

Harvesting the Crop. « 

The method consists of the follow- 
ing operations,— “ 

41) Cleaning off the snow, if any, 
by means of a suitable form of scrap- 
er. The snow is either dragged off to 


depending on the sire of the area. 

(2) Marking off the Ice into 
squares or laying off the ficld. This 
operation should be done accurately 
in order to have blocks of equal size 
and cut straight and even to make 
handlibg and packing in the house as 
economical as possible. Success in 
this depends largely on: getting the 
frst lne straight, and,this can be 
done by stretching a line between two 
stakes.and placing a straight edge 
board’13.or 14 feet long ‘slong the 
Mine, and marking the ice with hand 
tool or hand plough along the edge 
of the board. The board is moved 
along as the marking is done, piece 
by piece. After marking in one direo- 
tion is completed it is necessary te 
establish a line across the area which 
is at right angles to the first direc- 
tion, Probably the best way to start 
_this fs by using a carpenter's large 
square made of pieces of straight- 
edge boards 10 or 12 feet Jong, and 
tiled across the corner to hold them 
fast at angle of 90°. Once the firet 
Mine is marked straight and at right 
angles to the first line the rest can 
easily be marked off properiy. 
Outting the Ice. 

The ice is cut both ways by either 
;@ horse-drawn ice plough or a cir- 
cular saw driven by a gasoline en- 
gine, the whole mounted on @ sled 
Pushed along by hand. The latter 
method of cutting is very satisfactory 
and is economical, when cutting is 
done on @ large scalo, as is the case 
with a large ice dealer or group of 
farmers harvesting their fice co-oper- 
atively. The Ice field is usually cut 
in one direction with the machine 
and to a point two or three inches 
of the full depth. The long strips 
one way are detached from the field 
by striking into the saw cut with a 
heavy chisel, and then pushed up to 
the loading platform and there cut 
Up into blocks by a hand saw or by 
the chisel in case the field bas been 
cut both ways by the ico plough ‘or 
power saw. When « small quantity 
of Ice is harvested the cutting Is done 
by saws, 

Loading and Packing the Ice. 

There are several devices used for 
loading the ice on the sleigh, wagon 
or motor truck, depending upon the 
amount of ice being handled. The 
main object in this case is to get a 
mechanical outfit that is cheap, con- 
venient to operate and which will 
save the handling of the ico by hand. 
A small holst, or a horse-power driv- 
en elevator answera very wel. 

It is advisable to store the ice on 
cold, dry days as it will be better for 
handling and will keep better after 
storage. Thaecakes should all be the 
same size, and be evenly cut, in order 
that*they may be packed together 
with as Httle alr space as possible. 
Any spaces should be filled with'small 
pleces of ice. The more compact the 
mas# of’ Ice the better it will keep. 
Below the ice there should be a foot 
of dry sawdust or shavings, and as 
the filling proceeds the same material 
should be packed between the ice and 
the walle.. Do not put sawdust about 
individual cakes of’ice.- Pack the ice 
with a little dip toward the centre, 
so that it cannot press outwards 
against the walls. After the Ice is 
stored there should oe a couple of 
feet of sawdust put over the top,

Ralsing Ducks. —. 

After batching, in about one day’s 
Ume, place before them .bread. and 
milk mixed together, and a pan of 
sand and water, Be sure your duck~- 
iings get band and water at starting. 
Ducks will thrive if water is”before 
them all the time. It is thelrmature 
to want water. After a few days on 
bread and milk add bran or One corn 
meal or fine cracked corn ‘to. the 


bread and mlik. Always uso milk to- 


mix duck feed. 

As the ducks grow older feed 
cracked corn and wheat. At younger 
age corn bread and milk ts good for 
a chango In feed. Let the ducks hare 
green feed also. If you do not: want 
them out of pens gather green feed 
yourself for them, Da not keep 
ducks shut up except at night. Let 
them In tho creek and watch them 
to keep crows away. Be careful of 
turtles {n creeks also. 

When ducks are nearly feathered 
out fced whole corn mixed with some 
cracked corn. ‘Then at last whole 
corn and wheat altogether, They will 
aot want to cat it at first, but do not 
feed them too much and they’lb eat 
it. Feed ducks threo times a day, 
Uke ourselves. - 

Keep their drinking water as clean 
as possible. They want water right 
beside them when they eat. ‘Ducks 
can swim in a few weeks If you stay 
and watch them, allowing them to be 
in water only a few niffiutes. Do 
not let ducks sleep in a myddy or 
damp pen. . 

To a considerable extent, on the 
ram and his condition depend the 
quailty, condition and vitality of the 
lamb crop. ° Everything possible 
should be done to maintain his thrift 
at the highost point, especially dur- 
| ing the breeding season.
